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EXAMINER'S COMMENTS 

Response to Amendments 

1 . In view of the amendments filed 2/1 8/2005, the objections to the claims and the 
Specification are hereby withdrawn. 

Examiner *s Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Herbert Dubno on May 13, 2005. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

a. In claim 24, lines 27-33 have been replaced with the following: 

a synchronizer for synchronizing said conveyor and said sheet wrapper 

with each other, said synchronization causing an accumulated portion to form on 

said conveyor belt, said accumulated portion of material being of the xmdulating 

type with at least two crests; 

moving on said conveyor belt and toward said first opening at least a 

portion of accumulation of packaging material; and — 
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b. Claim 29 has been cancelled. 

c. In claim 42, between lines 26 and 27, the following has been inserted: 

said synchronization causing an accumulated portion to form on said 
conveyor belt, said accumulated portion of material being of the undulating type 
with at least two crests; - - 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 2/1 8/2005 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art could not 
alone or in combination anticipate or make obvious a method or machine in which objects are 
carried on a plurality of conveyors, and a sheet conveyor for feeding sheet wrapper between the 
gaps in the object conveyors, as well as a synchronizer for synchronizing the movement of the 
object and sheet conveyors so that the sheet wrapper is accumulated before it gets to the object 
conveyors in an imdulating type accvunulation with multiple crests. 

The most pertinent prior art, GAMBETTI ET AL, discloses a method and machine in 
which objects are carried on a plurality of conveyors as well as feed roller to feed the sheet 
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material, but does not disclose the sheet material being fed on a conveyor or of an accumulation 
of sheet material in an undulating type accumulation with multiple crests. MORI ET AL 
discloses a method and machine in which sheet wrappers are carried on a plurality of conveyors 
but any accumulation does not occur while the sheet wrappers are on the conveyors nor is the 
accumulation of sheet material in an undulating type accumulation with multiple crests. 

Any comments considered necessary by appUcant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
